Nothing farther remarkable appears in 
his Conduct, as Lieutenant-Governour of 
that Iſland, *till the Arrival of Col. Parke 
as Captain - General, heſides the great Com- 
plaints of the Inhabitants for the Suffer - 

Me Les ings | 
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ings and Loſſes, the unneceſſary Ex pences 
and Fatigues his frequent Alarms and te- 
dious Marches occafion'd them; and thoſe 
at ſuch Times, as no other Reaſon ſeem'd 
to require, than a vain Oſtentation of an 
unſeaſonable Vigilancy, and an awkward 
Pretenſion to a military Perfection, which 
he would impoſe for true Diſcipline and 
good Conduct on the Ignorance of the 
Multitude. | 5 

So far then did the Uneaſineſs of theſe 
honeſt Inhabitants on this Account work 
upon Colonel Parke's Temper, that pure- 
ly to quiet their Minds, by ridding them 
of ſo troubleſome a Governour, he unad- 
viſedly,and moſt fatally to himſelf, made 
it one of his firſt Acts in his Government, 
to remove and make him Lieutenant-Ga- 
vernour of Nevis, which intitled him to 
the chief Commandun Caſe of the Death 
or Abſence of the Captain-General: And 
as an Addition to the Favour, Col. Parke 
not only oblig'd him with his Intereſt and 
Recommendation at Court, to confirm him 
in that Government, but likewiſe to pro- 
cure him another Commiſhon for Lieute- 
nant-General of all the Iſlands. Which 


having obtain'd, it ſo ſwell'd his Pride, 


ſooth'd his Vanity, and rous'd his Ambi- 
tion, that he gavea full Looſe to his De- 
fires, and in Contempt of Gratitude as 


well as all other Obligations, he bent his 
Thoughts 
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deavours of mounting that Summit of 


Greatneſs he is now arriv'd at, as the Se- * 1 
quel will plainly make appear. | = 

Here we ſee him, from ſo poor and de- 5 
ſpicable a Condition, rais'd firſt to be Go- P 


vernour, and,” next, to the Degree of 


Lieutenant-General. And I ſhould much 


rather attribute it as an Honour than Re- 

proach, could he have borne his Gran- 

deur with Moderation, or had Merit any 

Share in his Promotion, which was only 

founded in the Blindneſs of Fortune, the. 

Weakneſs of one General, impos'd upon 

by his Inſinuations; and the haſty Inad- 

vertence of | another, who very ſoon had 

ſufficient Reaſons, at Leiſure, to repent 

the Favours he had done him. : l 
For he had not long enjoy'd his new. f 

Commiſſion, when the Faction in Antegon 

was form'd againſt that unhappy Gentle- 

man; and Mr. Hamilton was not only 

early in his Ingratitude to join it; but 

being Competitor with Colonel Cbriſto- 

pher Codrington in their Hopes of fucceed- 

ing to the chief Government, upon his 

Death, at Barbadoes, he comes in at the 

Head of the Cabal, vigorouſly eſpouſes 


their Intereſt, wherein he was affur'd to 
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find his own ; promotes their Deſigns and 
applauds their Reſolutions; endeavours, 
all in his Power, to widen the Breaches, 
countenance their Actions, and encourage 
the Diviſions, by a conſtant Correſpon- 
dence with the chief Incendiaries and 
Promoters of the Defection, *till he had 
inſinuated himſelf into their Favour be- 
yond a Poſſibility of being rival'd. 

And as the Penetration of the Cabal 
ſoon diſcover'd the Fitneſs of the Inſtru- 
ment for their vile Purpoſes, ſo did they 
readily embrace his promis'd Protection, 
and center'd their Happineſs in the Expe- 
ctation of ſeeing him, one Day, their chief 
Governour, whom they feund ſo applica- 
ble to their Deſigns, and could fo eafily 
work up to all their Meaſures : Where- 
fore, as on the one Side, they did not fail 
to contribute their utmoſt Aſſiſtance to 
ſupport all his Engagements and Machi- 
nations; ſo neither was he wanting to 
render that Aſſiſtance moſt beneficial to 
them, not making it à Secret, (as Mr. Je- 
"remiah Brown, Who was in the Depth of 
the Faction ſwears) that he made all poſ- 
ſible Intereſt to turn General Parke out of 
his Government. And a few Months be- 
fore the Rebellion in Antegoa, twas ob- 
ſexv'd with Horrour at Nevis, that Lieu- 
tenant-General Hamiltan- offer'd to lay 
Wagers he ſhould be at Antegoa the.Chriſt- 
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mas following; tho' that could not be 
while Col. Parke was alive in the Govern- 
ment: And thefe Wagers were not pro- 
pos*d"at Nevis alone, nor by the Lieute- 
nant-General alone, but by all his Party 
in the other Iſlands of the Government, 
and even on the Exchange at London, 
where 1t was talk'd much abont the ſame 
Time, that Colonel Parke ſhould not eat 
his Chriſtmas Dinner in Antegoa. 


So much Reaſon 1s there to ſuppoſe the 


Aſſaſſination was reſolv'd on, in Caſe a 


Removal could not be effected; and that 


Mr. Hamilton, who vindicated and ap- 
prov'd of the Action when done, (as I 
ſhall hereafter have Occaſion to mention) 
was far from being ignorant theregf. 


The Heats and Divifions in Antẽgoa be- 


ing thus kept up and fed, as it were, by 


the good Agreement and mutual Inter- 


courſe paſſing between this Gentleman 
and the Faction there, his Inſolence and 


Ambition were not more extravaganfly 


aſpiring, than their Deſires were (for 


their own Ends) earneſtly correſpond- 
ing, to raiſe a Perſon of his compliable 


Temper toall-their unexamin'd Humours, 
to be their chief Governour ; upon whom 
they were ſure (by the Weight of their 
Obligations, and their experienc'd Weak- 


neſs of his Head, wherein Pride had the 
Predominancy) to prevail in all their Re- 
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queſts and Propoſals ; and therefore, to 


expedite the Matter, when they found 
that neither the Strength of his Intereſt, 


nor the utmoſt Endeavours of the FaGion, 
to ruin Colonel Parkeby their Complaints, 
could prevail at Home, impatient of Diſ- 
appointments, peeviſh at the Expence, 


and apprehenſive of future Reſentment 


from that much-injur'd Gentleman, the) 
moſt audaciouſly put in Execution their 
other long-concerted Project, of doing 
themſelves Juſtice, (as they call'd it) by 
an open Rebellion, wherein the General 
fell, in the Manner I have before related, 


in The Hiſtory of his Adminiſtration, &c, 


and the Government devolv'd of Courſe 


upon Mr. Hamilton. 


He is now, according to his impatient 
Expectation, mounted a Step higher, and 
Commander in Chief of the Leeward- 
2 His Conduct in this Sphere, on 
o extraordinary an Occaſion, will be the 
moſt remarkable Part, of his CharaRer, 
and ſufficiently: juſtify all that has been 
hitherto aſſerted concerning the Pride of 
his Heart, the Tyranny of his: Diſpoſiti- 
on, the Weakneſs of his Head, or the 
Blackneſs of his Ingratitu de, 

But as I ſhall not reflect either on the 
Reader's Underſtanding, or common Ho- 
neſty, ſo much, as to enlarge on the Hei- 
nouſneſs of thole Crimes which made 
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Way for his Preferment ; ſo neither will 
I aggravate his male Adminiſtration by a- 
ny Comment on his Actions, but deliver 
them in their true Light, as I have my 
ſelf been partly an Eye-witneſs of them, 
and as Thave good Authority for the reſt, 
from ſuch Gentlemen, whoſe Stations 
made em the beſt Judges of Fact, and 
whoſe Veracity can be ſafely depended 


on. 
The Rage (tho' not the Malice, which 


will never have an End) of the Rebels 


in Antegoa, having ſpent itſelf in the 
Murder of General Parke, &c. and the 
other Violences committed on that Occa- 
ſion, F the Lieutenant-Governour, being 
glad to find them in a Humour to ſubmit 
to any regular Government, and return 
to „ ee in Regard to the deſperate 
Poſture of Affairs, and his own dangerous 
Situation, comply'd with their Deſires, 
and permitted three or four of them, in- 
ſtead of the honeſt Gentlemen he at firſt 
intended, to carry his Account of the 
Diſaſter that ha ppen'd, and the Confuſi- 
on they were in, to Lieutenant- General 
Hamilton at Nevis, requeſting his fpeedy 
Preſence, to quiet . of the Inha- 

bitants, and prevent farther Miſchief,

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One might reaſonably exneR, that com- 
mon Prudence would, at ſuch a Juncture, 
oblige a Commander in Chief, tho' he 
were privy and conſenting to the Deſign, 
even to counterfeit an Abhorrence and 
Deteſtation of ſuch a Villany; but ſo 
far was this Gentleman either from a real 
or ſo much as a feign'd Concern of that 
Nature, that he receiv'd the Meſſage in 
welcome Tranſports, embrac'd the Meſſen- 
gers, who made a Merit of being dy'd 
with the reeking Blood of his Predeceſſor 
and Benefactor, with open Arms, and 
continu'd a kind Familiarity of Converſa- 
tion with them, both at Nevis and in the 
Veſſel wherein he took his Paſſage to An- 
Iefpode 10 8 
On the other Side, his Hatred to the 
Loyaliſts was manifeſtly exemplify'd in 
his Expreſſions concerning thoſe Gentle- 
men he was inform'd ſtood in Defence of 
the late General, but were only wound- 


ed in the Action, ſaying, That be was 


glad they were preſerv'd for the Gallows, 
which they ſhould all haue if be could help em 
to it. And his Uſage of one Bowes; a Ser- 
jeant of Grenadiers, who behav'd himſelf 
bravely with Colonel Parke, was ſo cruel, 
as muſt render it amazing, how a Man 
pretending to the leaſt Honour or Chriſti- 
anity, could. be guilty of it. 
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This poor Fellow being much wound- 
ed, and more than ordinary obnoxious to 
the Party, on Account of his former Be- 
haviour, found Means to avoid their Fu- 
ry and Refentment, to get on board and 
conceal himſelf in the Sloop bound to Ne- 
vis for the Lieutenant-General, *till ſhe 
arrived there; when, thinking himſelf 
ſafe, he ventur'd publickly on Shore, in 
Hopes of Refreſhment and having his 
Wounds dreſs'd; but, inſtead of that, he 
was, by the Lieutenant-General's Orders, 
taken up, ſent pinion'd on board the ſame 
Sloop, and in that Condition brought 
back to Antegoa, without having had any 
Victuals, or his Wounds dreſs'd, during 
the three Days Paſſage, tho* the Surgeon 


to the Regiment was on Board with the - 


Lieutenant-General all the while; and' 
was afterwards confin'd in a Dungeon at 
Monks-Hill, and fed with Bread and Wa- 
ter only, *till ſuch Time the Party extort- 
ed an Affidavit from him pleaſing to their 
own Humours. 

The Lieutenant-General being now ar- 
riv'd at Antegoa, was, at his Landing 
there, receiv'd and welcom'd by moſt of 
the rebellious Party, whoſe Congratula- 
tions he accepted without the leaſt Mark 
of Diſpleaſure, and was ſo far from ſhew- 
ing any Reſentment of ſo freſh a Rebelli- 
on, that he conceal'd not * 
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but laid Hold of all Opportunities to af- 
ford the Parties moſt deeply concern'd all 
poſſible Demonſtrations of his Favour end 
Affection; made the Houſe of one Mac- 
kennen, a Leader of the Rebellion, the Place 
of his Reſidence, where that Party had at 
all Times an eaſy Acceſs to him, whilſt 
the dejeted Loyaliſts were kept at an 
awful Diſtance, contemn'd, deſpis'd, and 
neglected, turn'd out of their Employ- 
ments, depriv d of their Poſts, and point- 
ed at as a publick Spectacle of Mirth and 
Ridicule: But as for the Murderers, they 
were not only continu'd in the Places 
they had before, but put in Poſſeſſion of 
all others, viſited; careſs'd; and eſteem'd, 
as the only Patriots and fit Perſons. to be 
intruſted with the publick Liberty and 
common Safety of their Country. | 


The Time was then come, when, ac 
cording to their former Wiſhes,” they. had. 
a Man after their own Heart, as they us'd 
to call him, for their Governour: And 
well indeed might they rejoyce in one, 
whom they could work [ke ſoft Wax, to 
receive what Impreſſion they pleaſe. His 
whole Conduct was a continu'd Evidence 
of this Truth; and he could never be ſo 
bare-fac'd an Encoutager of Rebellion, 
were he not wholly govern'd by the Par- 
ty, as to reward Henry Smith, who 05 
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Arms in the Regiment, (but was very a- 
ctive, and behav'd with a great ink of 
Bravery againſt Colonel Parte) with an 
Enſfign's Commiſſion, which was after- 
wards.confirm'd to him for that good Ser- 
vice; but being ſent Home by General 
Douglas, charg'd with High Treaſon, was 
a, long Time in Newgate, try'd at the 
King's) Bench Bar at Weſtminſter, and nar- 
rowly eſcap'd Hanging for the ſame, by 
2 Failure or Miſmanagement in the Pro- 
ſecution, as in the Account of that Tryal 
Hiſtory, p. 84, 85, and 86, plainly ap- 
pears. | | 

His reſtoring Capt. Rookby, whom Ge- 
neral Park had ſuſpended, for diſobeying 
his Orders, and not only refuſing to do 
his own Duty, but commanding his Men, 
at their Peril, to forbear doing theirs, 
that Morning the General was murder'd ; 
for which he was afterwards taken up 
and ſent Home by General Douglas, try'd 
here, and broke by a Board of General 
Officers, | 

His confining Col. Newel, who was, ac- 
cording to his Duty, aſſiſting to Colonel 
Parke the Day he was murder'd; under 


Pretence of his refuſing to do Duty as a 


Captain, when he was a Brevet Liente- 
nant-Colonel; but in Truth, to prevent 
his Coming to Europe, and giving a true 
Account of the Action, which the Party 

appre- 
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apprehended would be tlie more prejudi- 


cial to them, as coming from an Officer 
of his Service and Experience. 
And in his civil Capacity, his begin- 
ning his Adminiſtration with taking away 
the Management of Col. Parke's Eſtate 
from his Executors, and committing the 
ſame to Mr. Edward Cheſter, Sen. whom 
he had expreſsly forbad in his Will to 
have any Thing to do with it; as alſo 
his perſwading Gen. Douglas, on his firſt 
Arrival, to confirm it, tho', upon better 
Information, he afterwards revok'd it; are 
ſuch plain Indications of his being al the 
Devotion of the Party, as will ſufficient- 
ly prove his being entirely actuated by 
the very Spirit of the Faction, and that 
he conſulted nothing more than the ge- 
neral Intereſt of the Rebels. To 
To promote which, he continu'd the 
fame Aſſembly who were the chief Lea- 
dersof theRebellion, and permitted them 
to fit, and do Buſineſs, without any pub- 
lick or private Form of Juſtice, by Par- 
don, or Tryal, to acquit them of ſo great 
a Guilt, and reſtore them to the Benefit 
of the Protection, they had forfeited with 
their Allegiance, by that Action: Pafs'd 
an Ordinance not to have the Murder 


even talk'd of: Call'd the Reverend Mr. 


Buxton to Account, before him and 
Council, for ſpeaking from the 1 5 
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with due Deteſtation thereof: And 
threaten'd with ſevereſt Puniſhments, and 
cited before him, thoſe, he was in- 
form'd, had the Courage and Honefty 
to go about taking any Depoſitions rela- 
ting thereto ; but very frequently, and 
with Pleaſure, heard General Parke villi- 
fy'd and abus'd, and the Murder juſti- 
fy'd and applauded in his own Preſence, 
without any Reprimand ; particularly 
by Samuel Watkins, and Daniel Mackennen, 
at the Lieutenant-Governor's Houſe, a- 
bout two Months after it was committed, 
as Col. Buoy, now in Town, can teſtify. 
Twas the Frequency of that Practice, 
that occaſion'd the Clauſe of Exception 
in the Pardon iſſu'd by General Douglas, 


which depriv'd ſuch of the Benefit there- 


of, as ſhould continue to vindicate the 
Crimes therein mention'd ; but if on that 
Account it were really render'd ineffectu- 
al, Juſtice might ſtill not only be ſatisfy'd, 
but (without the Interpofition of Mercy) 
cut off nine Tenths of all thoſe concern'd 
in the Rebellion, who now glory as much 
in their Wickedneſs, as when they ſent 


to the other Iſlands, inviting them to an 


Approbation of the Action; offering, on 

thoſe Terms, to let them come in for 

their Share of the Applauſe ; and deſpiſe 

the Clemency of the Government with 

the ſame Impudence : they ey 
S e | a 
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took a Reſolution, to ſtand by one another 
in what they had done, and that not a 
Hair of one of their Heads ſhould fall. 
Far from being thankful ! they attri- 
bute the extraordinary Indulgence - on 
that Occaſion, to a weak Timerouſneſs of 
irritating ſo ſelf-priz'd conſiderable a Peo- 
ple; and meanly look upon the Favour, 
as. a dear-bought Bargain, which a leſs 
Sum of Money may at any Time pro- 
cure, even for a Repetition of thoſe, or 
any other Crimes; So that (as they ſay 
themſelves) while their Sugar . Canes 
grow, and there's Air enough ſtirring to 
fill the Sails of their Wind-mills, they 
can do-what they pleaſe ; and only regret. 
their former Ignorance of 1 
which is now remov'd by an Experience, 
at a boaſted Expence of ſixty thouſand 
Pounds; including their whole Charge, 
from the Beginning of their Diſputes 
with General Parke, to the Eſtabliſhment 


of their Favourite, Hamilton, Captain- 


General, and the End of their UNGRATE- 
FUL or (I may ſay) -VILLAINOUS. Pro- 
ſecution of General Douglas, as their cor- 
rupt Proceedings thereupon will eaſily 
make it appear. | e pi 
But to return from this Digreſſion to 
the Lieutenant-General, who, to render 
his Patrons the beſt Service he was ca- 
pable of, mov'd in Council to lay the 
then preſent State of the Iſland, with an 
2 Account 
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Account of what he call'd General Parke's 
DEATH, before her Majeſty : Which 
being readily agreed to: He ifſu'd a Pro- 
clamation for all Perſons, who knew an 
Thing of the Matter, to come before him 
in Council, to give their Evidence con- 
cerning it; tho' without any Promiſe of 
Protection, or mentioning particular Names 
of either Party; well knowing the Re- 
bels would readily embrace ſuch an Op- 
portunity of juſtifying themſelves, whilſt 
they were ſenfible the Loyaliſts would 
not run the farther Hazard of their Lives, 
to come 1n voluntarily to confront them. 
But as they had therefore declin'd ap- 
pearing, ſo neither were they more ex- 
preſly call'd upon; but the Account ta- 
ken from the Murderers themſelves, was 
form'd into an Addreſs, highly reflecting 
on the Conduct of the late General, de- 
ploring the miſerable Sufferings of the 
Inhabitants by his Tyranny and Oppreſſi- 
on, inſiſting much on the Inſupport- 
ableneſs of the Provocations given, ur- 
ging the Extremity all Affairs were by 
that. Means reduc'd to, and alledging 
the furious Deſpair the People were dri- 
ven to, as the Cauſe of their having Re- 
courfe to their Arms, for the Protecti- 
on of their Repreſentatives, and Preſer- 
vations of their All, threaten'd with 
Deſtruction: Yet far from any evil De- 
ſigns 
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ſigns upon his Perſon ; till attack'd by his 
Guards, they were depriv'd of their Rea. 
ſon, and fir'd in their own Defence; by 
which, as it were mere Accident, the 


General was kill'd. 


This Account, ſo advantageous to the 


Party, by Reaſon of its abominable Falſe- 


hood in every Circumſtance, as I have 
fully prov'd, by the Hiſtory of Col. Parke's 
Aadminiſiration, was ſo pleafing to their 

ood Friend the Lieutenant-General, that 
he exerted both his Intereſt and Autho- 
rity, not only to have it paſs'd in Coun- 


il, but that it might carry the greater 


Weight, by appearing the unanimous A& 
of all the Members of that Board, ſent it 
by the Marſhal to the Houſes of ſuch as 
were abſent, to defire them, at his Re- 
queſt, to fign it; which ſome of them 
did, in ſo fickly and weak a Condition, 
that they were ſo far, from being capa- 
ble of making any Judgment of its Com- 
tents, that they could hardly hold a Pen 
in Hand : Whereof Col. William Codring- 
ton, now in Town, was one, and Cal, 
George Gamble, who dy'd ſoon after, was 
another ; but by this Means, I think, he 
got the Hands of all, except the worthy 
Col. John Hamilton, who, altho' he was 
then Preſident of the Council, refus'd it, 


as being contrary to his own Knowledge 


of the Truth of that Aﬀair. And I have 
0 often 
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often heard the Lieut. Governor, and ſeve- 
ral others of thoſe Gentlemen, who had put 
their Hands to it, ſay, they did it to eſta- 
bliſh the publick Peace of the Iſland, which 
they apprehended would be diſturb'd, and 
conſequently their Lives endanger'd, by 
2 Refuſal; as what other Views indeed 
could poſſibly induce Gentlemen to con- 
tradi in that Manner, what they had ſo 
often (before) given under their Hands 
in Favour of Col. Parke, relating to the 
Diſputes and Differences between him, 
and the Complainants againſt him. 

But while Matters were thus carrying

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Mr. Ayon having had a Letter ſent him 
into the Country the very Day he came 
off, giving him an Account, that the Re- 
bels had ſome Notice of his Deſign for 
Europe, and had reſolv'd to prevent it 
by his Death; Farther, adviſing him, as 
he was forewarn'd of his Danger, to take 
more ſpecial Care of himſelf, and pro- 
vide for his Safety: Altho' the dangerous 
Wound he receiv'd, with the late Gene- 
ral, was not yet perfectly cur'd, takes 
the ſeaſonable Advice, and that very 
Night gets privately on Board a ſmall 
Veſfel, provided for him, and ſets fail 
for St. Chriſtopher's, from whence he 
came on Board the Packet-boat, then ly- 
ing there for England. m 

But as this ſudden Departure occafi- 
on'd an Inexpreſſible Conſternation in the- 
Rebels, who were ſenſible it was con- 
triv'd to break their concerted Meaſures, 
and detect them in their Villainies; fo 
did it exceedingly enrage the Lieute- 
nant-General, now equally affected with 
the dreaded Conſequence, becauſe more 
inſeparably link'd in the fame Party- 
Intereſt. And no Remedy being left, for 
want of a Man of War, or other Veſſel, 
to be commanded in Purſuit, his great 
Concern provok'd him to vow the De- 
ſtruction of Mr. Ayon's Credit at Home, 
and to expreſs his Reſentment againſt 
F 3 _  thole 
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thoſe who help'd him off: Paſſionately 
ſwearing, he would give five hundred 
Pounds to know em. Whereupon being 
inform'd, that Mr. Ogletborp, the Provoſt- 
Marſhal, was privy thereto, he was ſent 
for, and examin'd ; but refuſing to make 
the Diſcovery, bore the Weight of his 
Diſpleaſure, by the immediate Loſs of his 
Place: And was ſucceeded by one Fobn 
Parkes, a Youngſter, that was not only 
forward in the Rebellion, but, on all Oc- 
caſions, publickly brag'd of it. 

I T ſhou'd have ſooner, mention'd his cal- 
ling of a General Council and Aſſembl 
of the four Iſlands, to enquire into Col 
Parke's DEATH, as he expreſs'd it, but 
that I thought the Proceedings, in Rela- 
tion to the firſt Enquiry, would be more 
acceptable IN TIRE; and, upon Exami- 
nation, we ſhall find this Mock-ſhew of 
Tuſtice no leſs extraordinary in all its Cir: 
cumſtances, than the former; of which, 
his iſſuing the Writs for the Election of 
the Members which compos'd it, in his 
own Name, contrary'to the 'ufual Form 
which always ran in the Sovereigns; 
His permitting the Perſons choſe for that 
General Aſſembly in Antegos (tho' deeply 
concern'd in the Rebellion) to ſit, and 
act as Judges of their own Cauſe: And 
his appointing them to meet at Antegoa, 
. where a full Diſcovery could not reaſo- 
nably 
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nably de expeRed, for Reaſbns already 
mention d, rather than in any other of 


the Iſlande, where hoth Parties might be 


equally ſafe in giving in their Evidence, 
are Inſtances of the Sincerity of his In- 
tentions on that Occaſion, worth regard- 
ing; but whether on any, or Wich- 
ſoever of theſe Accounts it was, that the 
Nevis Gentlemen did not come, I ſhan't 
determine; only obferve, they all re- 
fus'd their much deſir'd Attendadiſce, ex- 
cepting ond Mr. Fames Mililin, a Creature 
of Mr. Hamilton's, (of whom more here. 
after) and ſeveral others of the Gen. 
tlemen who! comply'd with the Sum- 
mons; refus'd io intermedle in 1h Affair 
of that Nature, as well for the Partiality 
of the Proceedings, as for their being 
obliz'>d (if they had acted) ti do it in 
Con junction with ſome of the Pafties 
chiefly: concern'd; ſo that Havifig only 
agreed to an Addreſs in Favour of the 
Lichtenatit-General, they were, at laſt, 
after a tedious Sitting, diſſolv'd. 

But what is very remarkable on this 
Occaſion is, That they had ſilently ae- 
uieſc'd in General Hamilton's taking the 
ferogative of appotnting à Clerk to the 
Aﬀembly, which was fo long diſpute@ 
with Col. Parke, that his infiſting there.

Crimes and Vices he would have him 
thought guilty of, than the true Circum- 
ſtances of his Murder, which he pretend- 
ed he call'd that General Council and 
Aſſembly together to enquire into. 
Thus did this Gentleman's Zeal, to the 
Cauſe of his new Friends, make him 
trample on the Memory of his old Bene- 
factor; forgetful of the Benefits former- 
ly receiv'd, he buries the Obligations 
with the Dead, and begins to practice 
Gratitude to the Living, as only capable 
of rendering him farther Service: Nei- 
ther could he be diſappointed in that ſel- 
fiſh View, without the Party's being ſtu- 


pidly inſenfible of his forward Intentions 


to oblige them; and they muſt have had 
leſs Regard to their own Intereſt, at ſo 


critical a Juncture, than they were noted 


for, on all other Occaſions of leſs: Conſe- 
quence, if they had neglected recom- 
pencing ſuch 2 Chain of Services as his 


whole Conduct afforded them.  Where-

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ral valuable Preſents. Among which 
was one of ſix hundred Pounds, from the 
Publick, as appears by the F Treaſurer's 
Account; ſo that by theſe Means, and 
other arbitrary Proceedings, ſubmiſſively

Of which the Lieutenant Genera! ha- 
ving Notice, converted ta his own Uſe, 
as well that which was never try'd, with- 
out bringing it to any Condemna tion, 
as all the reſt that was legally condemm d, 
by obliging Cheſter to pay for the ſame;

Good and wholeſome Eaws, for the

Yet no ſooner are they 
free from the Curb, and the Bridle out 
of their Mouths, than they return to 
their old Principles ; and thus ſhame- 
fully dam up their own lately finiſh'd 
Chanel, and diſarm Juſtice by a worſe 
than Jeſuitical Evaſion. Nor was it lon 
before their Inconſtancy appear'd in fre 
Diſcontents, and the lurking Spirit of

fore-mention'd. And yet this gave no © 
Check liq 
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Check to the Infolence of the Party;

erciſe and repeat their ingrain'd Cruelty, 
which offer'd itſelf in the following 
Manner.

Francis Carliſle, Mr. Jacob Morgan, Fobn 
Gunthorpe, Andrew Murray, and others, 
being at a Tavern in Town, where they 
had firſt treated, and then abus'd, ſome 
Soldiers of the General's Guard; they 
of a fudden roſe up and declar'd they 
would go and inſult the General. Where- 
upon, they all drew their Swords, and 
Mr. Carliſle ſwore he would head them.

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he was follow'd by fifty or ſixty Perſons 
to the General's Door; where, the Guard 
_ oppoſing their Entrance, their Leader 
flung abundance of foul Language at the 
General, calling him Son of a Whore, 
and ſaying, (after the old Rate) he was 
no General, for that Lieut. General Ha- 
milton then had a Commiſſion, and would 
be there in fifteen Days: So that if Mr. 
Pilliam Hamilton (one of their own Par- 

„then, and ever ſince, under Bail, for 
52 Murder of Col. Parke) had not in- 
terpos d with his Perſwaſions and good 
Offices, there muſt have been a great 
deal of Miſchief; he arguing with them, 
that if their Raſhneſs were not conſe- 
quentive of any fatal Effects to them- 
ſelves, it might be ſo to him and their 
Friends in England, who were not yet 
clear'd of the former Action. 

This is the Account which Maſor 
Royall, in his Letter to General Douglas, 
ſays he had of that Affair, from the ſame 
Mi. Wilkam Hamilton; and the Reaſon 
Major Royall gives, why Mr. Hamilton 
ſhould thus freely declare himſelf on 
that Subje&, was, for fear, as he was in 
the ſame Company, he might be repre- 
ſented to have been as forward in the 
Matter as any of the reſt, But for far- 
ther Confirmation of the Fact, fee the 
Depofitions of ame Johnſon, Cadwalder

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ones, John Spence, and Foſeph Rhodes. 
Jon Wag ſhall take Lead the Weſt- 
Indies, (where I am apprehenſive of ha- 
ving detain'd my Reader much longer 
than it pleas'd him) and ſee how Mat- 
ters went with Mr. Hamilton, whom I 
left in a ſollicitous Courſe of Application 
for the Government. 

If any Thing were wanting in that 
Gentleman's own Temper, to render him 
capable of any Methods whatſoever, for 
the Attainment of his Ends; he found a 
Sollicitor in the Agent of the Cabal, 
who was ſufficient to ſupply the Defect; 
and who, by Means of a Te Mo- 
ney'd Support in all his Undertakings, 
as well as unparallell'd Aſſurance, and 
indefatigable Induſtry, in Defence of a 
bad Cauſe, gain'd an Intereſt, wherewith 
he bore down all Oppoſition, baffled the 
Attempts of ſo weak an Adverſary as 
ſingle 1 and was of great Service 
to his Friend and Client, Mr. Hamilton; 
who, for his Part, likewiſe, had ſo much 
Dependance on his Sollicitor, as to be 
paſſively conformable to his Meaſures, 
not daring to proceed a Step without 
him, leaſt that ſhould be deſtroy'd by 
the Ignorance and Folly of the one, 
which had been accompliſh'd by the 
Cunning and Artifice of the other.

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Thus aſſiſted, or rather led about, by 
the Achitopbe ] of the Party, in Conjun- 
&ion with their correſpondent Mer- 
chants, who are indeed valuable Friends 
on Occaſion, as Mr. Hamilton has fince 
experienc'd, did he paſs his Time in At- 
tendance, from one Great Man's Levce 
to another, in Hopes and ExpeRation of 
inſinuating himſelf, by ſome Means or 
other; into their good Graces: But was 
particularly ſollicitous of ingratiating 
himfelf with the two reigning Favou- 
rites of thoſe Times, the late Duke of 
Ormond, and Earl of Oxford; and among 
the ſeveral little Artifices. practis'd on 
thoſe' Occaſions, Detraction, the baſeſt 
of them all, was not neglected; this 
Gentleman, and his Party, taking all 
Occaſions and Opportunities of blacken- 
ing Col. Parke's Memory, as if it had 
been the ready Way to Preferment; 
whereof, the palliating Caſe of the un- 
happy People, concern'd in the Death of 
Col. Parke, (as they call'd it) drawn up 
by Sir 7ahn St. Leger, and preſented by 
Mr. Nevin to the Earl of Oxford, is an 
eminent Inftance, which, by my own 
Experience, I found to have prepoſſeſs'd 
that noble Lord with an irremoveable 
Prejudice againft General Parke, and, I be- 
Iieve, occafion'd an extraordinary Favour 


to 
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to his Murderers. But I muſt be ſo juſt 
to Sir Fobn's honourable Character, as to 
conclude he was impos'd upon, and real- 
ly.believ'd what he writ to be the Truth 
of that Affair; whereas there never was 
any Thing more oppoſite to it, and for 
that Reaſon, was much applauded in An- 
tegoa by all the Party. But behold more 
of this People's Ingratitude ! for not- 
withſtanding this, and all his other ſig- 
nal Services to them, upon miſtaken 
Grounds, even in Prejudice of General 
Douglas, when their ſeparate Intereſts 
happen'd to claſh and interfere, they at 
{aft proceeded to blame his Conduct, and 
quarrelF'd- with him, to avoid the Pay- 
ment of about 3 or gool. a Year, they 
promis d him, as publick Agent to the 
gn, which they have not paid him a 
Shilling of to this Days _ cnt 
But as to Mr. Hamilton, I don't find, 
after all, that he made any conſiderable 
Advances towards obtaining the Govern- 
ment, till Mrs. Pepper preferr'd a Peti- 
tion to the Queen and Council, ſetting 
forth the Advices: ſhe receiv'd from the 
Weſt-Indies, of General Douglas's Male- 
Adminiſtration, in not bringing her Bro- 
ther's Murderers to Juſtice, according to 
his Inſtructions; and granting a Pardon, 
on the contrary, to ſcreen them for ever 
from the Puniſhment ſo juſtly due to 

1 —_ their 
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their Wickedneſs. Whereupon, Colonel 
Douglas being immediately recall'd, to 
anſwer thoſe Allegations againſt him, 
Mr. Hamilton had the faireſt Opportuni- 
ty he could expect, to puſh his Fortune: 
But his Attempts before the General's Ar- 
rival, proving ineffectual, and the Queen 
dying ſoon after, juſt as he was put in 
Hopes of accompliſhing his Ends, he was 
ſtopt in his Carreer, and had once more 
the Mortification of a Diſappointment. 
In this Poſture were Mr. Hamilton's 
Affairs, on his preſent Majeſty's Acceſſion 
to the, Crown ; and confidering the Pro- 
clamation iſſued by the Regents in the 
King's Abſence, continuing all Officers, 
civil and military, in their Places, for 
three Months, or until his Majeſty's 
Pleaſure ſhould be known, and com- 
manding them to their Poſts. I often 
wonder'd General Douglas neglected lay- 
ing hold of the Opportunity, and re- 
turning to his Government, more eſpe- 
cially, as he had been long enough in 
Town to have been call'd to Account 
for what was Hbjected to him, yet no 
Examination or Proſecution was corn- 
menc'd againſt him; which left him at 
full Liberty to have return'd, if he had 
ſo thought proper; and being on the 
Spot, would, in all Probability, have 
been continu'd there a conſiderable while, 
before 
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before Matters of greater Moment would 
give Room to the Inſpe&ion of Affairs ſo 
remotely diſtant, as the long Time that 
paſs'd before the ſucceeding Governor 
was appointed, ſufficiently made appear: 
And this Advantage moreover muſt have 
naturally ſprung from it, that at Length 
his Commiſſion would have been only 
ſuperceded by a new one, without any 
farther Trouble to him; whereas, by 
the contrary Procedure, he not only 
fail'd of obtaining the Government, but 
expos'd himſelf to the Malice of his 
Enemies, who moſt ungratefully (conſi- 
dering who they were, even the very 
People whom he ſav'd from hanging) 
have been Thorns in his Side, and a con- 
tinual Plague to him ever ſince. But to 
leave it to himſelf, to account for his 
Condu@ in general, as foreign to m 
preſent Deſign, which points at ſuch | 
Particulars only, as are in a Kind of Con- 
texture with Mr. Hamilton's, and his good 
Friends of Antegoa; I ſhall here let the 
one reſt a little, to give ſome Account of 
the other's Behaviour on this great Alte- 
ration and Change in Government, which 
requir'd freſh Induſtry and Application.

ton's upon that Matter: Nhat ] does the 
EleFor of Hanover, who is an arbitrary 
Prince, and uſed to govern none but Bulls 
and Bears, ever think to be King of Eng- 
land, when we have ſo fine à Gentleman- 
King of our own. I ſay, how far his 
Zeal for the Tory Intereſt at this Time

againſt him: And tho' the two former

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ſeveral Addreſſes of Thanks for his Ad- 
miniſtration; particuarly, for his Decla- 
ration in Council before mention'd, diſ- 
claiming the Bonds he is here charg'd 
wich having taken; and that none of 
*em could be ignorant of Mr. Trant's, 
Bretton s, Fennings, and Baſtian Otto Byar's, 
Depoſitions, already referr'd ro, proving 
ſuch Bonds to have been at firſt rejected 
and afterwards cancelled; yet they go 
on with their Evidence, to prove the 
taking of ſuch Bonds, and whatever elſe 
their Malice could ſuggeſt, in the worſt 
Senſe it could poſſibly bear, without 
the leaſt Mention of Circumſtances and 
following Occurrences, equally well 
known to em, which being fairly dif- 
cover'd, would give the Matter quite 
another Turn:.

TREN follow'd a Petition of Mr. Mi.

ten Articles thereunto annex'd, on Behalf 


of the Loyaliſts of Antegoa, againſt Gene- 


ral Hamilton; and on the Hearing of that 


Matter, before the Lords Committee 


of Council, to whom it was referr'd, the 
Depoſition, herein before mention'd, 2. 154, 


of General Hamilton's Diſaffection to the 


preſent Government, was laid before 
them; and the Gentleman that ſwore it, 
with ſeveral others, were ready to juſtify 
the ſame ; but as Captain Priſſick, who 
could be the only legal Evidence of the 


Fact, ſlipp'd out of Town, to avoid being 
examin'd thereupon ; no ſufficient Proof 
could be found of the Reality thereof: 


and ſo the Gentleman was acquitted of 
a Charge, which, alone, would have given 


'a {ſudden Check to his Ambition, if 
clearly made out againſt him. Where- 
fore, (altho' I muſt do Captain Priſſicł the

befides appearing only circumſtantial, and 
Hearſay (for tis à very hard Matter 
to come up to a legal Proof at ſo grèat 2 
Diſtance) the Genera! was of that alſs 
acquitted. And indeed, conſidering how 
mightily he had ingritiated himfelf at 
Court about that Time, where it was

Conduct, when Commander in Chief, 
after General Parke's Murder, to be well 
appriz'd of his Behaviour as Captain- Ge- 
neral; the ſame Game being plaid over 
again, with as much Difference only, as 
by how much this new Acceſſion of

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unuſual Civility on his firſt Coming, and 


the Mildnefs with which he began his Ad- 
miniſtration, tho' not to be deem'd extra- 
ordinary, would, if continu'd, be taken by 
the honeſt Gentlemen for a Happineſs, 
But in this his Temper, inflam'd with Re- 
ſemrment oi che Impediments lately put in 
his Way, fuffer'd too violent a Conſtraint, 
to admit a long Duration of the Serenity; 
and no ſooner did the other Party expreſs 
their Diſſatis faction of having any Com- 
petitors, or being rival'd in his Favour, 
but, forgetful of the Injunction that oc- 
cafion'd it, which he was laid under here 
by his chief Patrons, he pulls off the 
Mask, that had” hitherto conceal'd his 
Rancour, returns to his former barefac'd 
Partiality, and makes the old Maxims 
of his darling Cabal the Foundation of 
his Government: So that whatever could 
poſſibly be ſaid heretofore of General 
Hamilton's extraordinary Countenance 
and Friendſhip to a Party, that diſtin- 
guiſh'd themſelves by Faction and it's 
long Train of horrid Crimes, or of his 
Slights and ill Uſage of the honeſt Gen- 
tlemen who oppos'd it, and were always 
true to their Duty and Allegiance; might 
be juſtly reviv'd on this Occaſion: Not 
a Man being left in Authority, or any 
Poſt of Profit and Truſt, that derives

and to procure a total Change of the 
* preſent Council, (honeſt Colonel Fobn 
* Hamilton excepted) without which no 
Good can be expected: Since *tis moſt 
* certain they are all, beſides, ſuch as 
have been either Contrivers, Abettors, 
or Actors, in the Murder of General 
* Parke, Wherefore, tis impoſſible ſuch 
Council can be either pleaſing to his 
* Majeſty, or juſt to his Repreſentative ; 
*Who had already kill'd one, and, no 
doubt, would facrifice any other that 


* thould adhere ſtrictly to his Duty, in 
* * Oppoſition 
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* Oppoſition to their headſtrong Extrava- 
gancies. . 1 

Let of all the Removes, on this Occa- 
ſion, that of the Chief Juſtice deſerves 
the moſt particular Notice; as well in 
Regard to the Perſon * diſplac'd, as to 
his Succeſſor 1: The former a Gentle- 
man of untainted Fidelity to his Prince 
and Country; who, for. his long Experi- 
ence and great Knowledge both of the 
Laws of Great Britain and that Iſland, 
of which laſt he had been chiefly the 
Maker, was, by general Conſent, eſteem'd 
the beſt qualify'd for the Poſt. of any 
Man, not only in the Iſland, but in the 
whole Government. Whereas the latter, 
beſides his being of the moſt violent Cut- 
throats in the Rebellion and Murder, 
was, of all others, on Account of his ex- 
tream Ignorance, as hardly capable of 
Writing his .own Name, the moſt unfit 
for it: And whether, twas therefore, 
that he continu'd not long in the Station, 
I can't ſay; but thatzhis Time was ſhort 
upon the 1 being remov'd 
from thence to the Council Chamber, and 
ſucceeded as Chief Juſtice (immediately 
on his Arrival from England, kan, he

(Ravernanr. 1 K = 
+ John Gamble E/7; 
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ſtaid after General Hamilton, to ſue Col. 
Douglas for the falſe Impriſonment be- 
fore-mention'd) by Mr. Samuel VFatkins; 
whoſe Capacity, tho' indeed ſomewhat ſu- 
perior to the former's, 1s, however, very 
unequal to the Weight of that important 
Office ; and whoſe Principles are as much 
worſe, as a Poflibility will admit of; 
whoſe Patron was Faction, whoſe Merit 
was Rebellion, whoſe principal Atchieve- 
ments were Murders of the moſt Scarlet 
Dye, and by the Tenour of whoſe Life, 
for a very- conſiderable Part of it, was 
render'd a very improper Diſtributer of 
Juſtice, and Expounder of that Law to 
others, which he had ſo notoriouſly 
tranſgreſs'd himſelf, as the foregoing 
Pages have fully made appear. 

I could proceed to obſerve farther, on 
the Council's being fill'd with Perſons of 
the ſame Stamp with the aforeſaid Mr.

the Rebellion ; made therefore Gunner 
of &. Fames's Fort by General Hamilton, 
when Commander in Chief, after the 
Murder of Colonel Parte. This Man 
continuing in the ſame Poſt for ſome 

Time after Colonel Dowglas's comme to 
the Government, was accus'd of embe- 

zZelling the Stores, changing Piſtol for 
Cannon Powder, felling the Water pre- 

{erv'd in the {aid Fort for the Suftenance 

of the Soldiers, and the Baards whereon 
they lay, ſaying, The Gromd was too 
gond for them to le unn; and likewiſe 
of ſpeaking reflecting Words againſt the 
Captain General: For theſe Crimes being 
call'd to a Court - Martial, a ll the Defence 
He could make for himſelf was, that he 
exchang'd the Powder by Order of 
Lieutenant General Hamilton: Wherc- 
upon he was found guilty, anf den- 
tenc'd to ſuffer three Months Impriſon- 
ment in the Fort, to be mulct of his 
Pay, render'd incapable of ſerving the 
Wen 
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Queen for the future, and to be once 
whipp'd in the ſaid Fort, which laſt Part 
of the Sentence was remitted. Now, 
what I take to be very extraordinary in 
this Matter 1s, that notwithſtanding this 
Sentence, and that ſcandalous Plea of 
his, to have exchang'd the Powder by the 
Lieutenant General's Orders, this ve 
Man, inſtead of being check'd, or diſcoun- 
tenanc'd by General Hamilton, for ſo grofs 
a Reflection upon him, is now reſtor'd to 
his former Poſt. The Reader is farther 
left to his own Reflections. 

General Hamilton having thus conſtitu- 
ted the Frame in all its Parts, according 
to the reſpective Impulfes of his too pre- 
dominant Paſſions, Revenge and Self. in- 
tereſt; both which, he knew by Experi- 
ence, would be gratify'd, in a Compli- 
ance with the Hopes and Deſires of his 
old Friends and factious Aﬀociates, gives 
himfelf wholly up to their Councils, as 
the certain Means of acquiring the Ad- 
vantages he propos'd, by obliging them: 
And as a natural Confeguence thereof, 
is brought to yield to a Ceſſion of the 
wo material Points, ſo long contended 
for by the Faction, and reſolutely main- 
tain't his Predeceſſors, even to the 
Death of Colonel Parte, and Ruin of 


others; the one was, the Prerogative of

er Annum; and particular Perſons, who 
ſhould be thought to know the Produce 
on't very well, affirm, it neyer exceeded 
ſeven or eight hundred, one Year with 
another; and Colonel Douglas was oblig'd 
to pay thereout a publick Debt of about 
three hundred Pounds, for which this 
Office was mortgag'd to old Edward Perry, 
herein before- mention'd. 
Now, I think, a 3 Obſervation c-

that Sugar might. be bought for, the Aſſembly then pay- 
ing the publick Debts in Sugar at eighteen and twenty 
Shillings an Hundred, when the beſt was fold at twelve 
Shill1ngs and Six-pence.

The Minutes of the Council have been laid before the 
Queen and Council, who have approv'd of all my Pro- 
ceedings with the Aſſembly of Antegoa; and their Opinion 
is, that it was an undutiful Attempt on the Queen's Prero- 
gative, and that my Predeceſſors (your former Generals) 
had betray'd the Truſt repos'd in them, by their ſuffering 
the Aſſembly to aſſume ſuch Privileges they have no Right 
to; and your pleading à Cuſtom for ſuch Privileges is no 
Warrant for me to allow them. 


Sometime ſince I call'd à general Aſſembly of the four 


Ilands, in hopes they would take ſome Care of the publick 
Credit ; but ſame that were choſe for this Iſland, *

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clar'd before they went, they would go to St. Chriſtopher's, 


only to prevent thoſe that were choſen for the other Iſlands 
from doing any Thing: And accordingly. they ſtarted ano. 
ther Privilege, which they inſiſted upon, of chufing their 
own Clerk; and is every whit as ridiculotis as pretendi 
to the negative Voice, or what was modeſtly calPd, the 
Speaker's ſigning laſt. 

1 believe all thinking Men muſt look upon ſach Proceed. 
ings only as Pretences for not paying your Debts ; for tis 
impoſſible the Aſſembly could ſuppoſe ſuch Privileges would 
ever be allow'd at Home. | 

Indeed, how can I, or any other, look upon it otherwiſe, 


when there is no perſwading the Aſſembly's making a Law, 


thar private Men may recover Debts ; for, as the Law now 


ſtands, no Man need pay them, except he pleaſes; ſo 


that it may very juſtly be ſaid, that Text of Scripture, which 
ſays, that the Borrower is Servant to the Lender, is not true in 
Antegoa. 

This is the Reaſon every Thing is ſo much dearer here 
than at Barbadoes; and Colonel Partridge, Colonel anton. 
and ſeveral others, lately come from the Continent, inform 
me, that were it not for the Chartel, you would hardly 
have any Veſſels from the Northward; and what do come 
bring only ſach Lumber as is hardly vendible elſewhere. 
When you repeal that abominable Law, by which the Courts 
do now proceed, and let the Common Law of England take 
Place, or make ſome other good Law, that People may with 
Eaſe ſoon recover their own, you will have all Sorts of Goods 
much cheaper and better, and any Body will readily truſt 
you: This is the Time of your Crop, and proper to raiſe a 
Tax to pay off the publick Debts; and my infiſting on what 
I know to be rhe Queen's Prerogative, and you diſpure, ought 
not to be a Pretence to keep thoſe People out of their Dues, 
who have traſted the Publick: Should I, wilfully or igno- 
rantly, inſiſt upon what the Queen has no Right to, you 
will have a much better Article againſt me than any hither- 
to, and it will, no Doubt, have its Weight; and you will 
be commended for paying your Debts, and I ſhall be con- 
demn'd for my Obſtinacy. 

1 defire you make the Militia more uſeful than it is at 
preſent, by obliging both Officers and Men to do their Du- 
ty on the ſtanding Guards, and to put a greater Fine on 
thoſe who want Arms, and are able to buy them, and thoſe 
who negle& their Muſters. | 
I alfo reccommend to you to provide a better Maintain- 
ance for the Glergy, who are under worſe Circumſtances

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here than in any of the Engliſh Plantations, their Salary is 
leſs, and every Thing much dearer ; for you allow a Mini- 
ſter leſs than a good Overſeer, and, except the Town-Pariſh, 
there is no Houſe for any of them to live in, but what 
they live at exceſſive Rates. 

I landed fourteen fine Guns at Cripplegate, about three 
Years, fiance, and was in Hopes, the Ailembly would have 
made à Platform for them, which would have defended 
both Road and Harbour, which the Fort cannot do.

OHN FORREST, of the Pariſh of St, Buitolph without 
J Biſbopſgate, London, Gentleman, formerly Agent to Mr. 
] Fuller, Attorney for William Dowley, Plantiff in a 
Cauſe try'd at his Majeſty's Court of Common Pleas, at 
Weſeminſter, for Servant's Wages, againſt Walter Douglas, Eſq; 
late Governor of the Leeward Iſlands in America, his Ma- 
ſter, in Hilary Term, in the firſt Year of his prefent Maje- 
ſty's Reign. This Deponent ſaith, that at that Tryal Mr. 
Henry Smyth, one of the Perſons ſuppos'd to be concern'd in 
the Murder of Colonel Parke, formerly. Governor of the 
aforeſaid Iſlands, and who was then under Proſecution for 
the ſame, was a Witneſs on the ſaid Dowley's Behalf : And

my Family, and ſeven helpkfs Children, took all that 1 
had on the Plantation, Mill, Still, Copp-rs, and all the 
very Sugar in the Boiling-Houſe as alſo my Provifions, Po- 
tatoes, Caſſada, and Canes; ſo that my Nigroes are without 
Land, or any Place whereon I can employ them. 

The General was oblig'd to change the Chief Juſtice for 
to eject me, and to put in his Room one Mr, Mi//s, who was 
formerly an Overſeer to the Lady Stapleton 5 and ſoon after 
diſpoſſeſs'd me, and turn'd me and my whole Family a-drift. 

I came to Europe for Redreſs, and «pply'd to his Majeſty 
by Petition, which was referr'd to the Board of Trae, 
where it hath lain ever ſince October laft, fo that I am juſt 
now forc'd to return from St. Chriſtophers, not knowing 
what to do with my Ngroes, if (dear Colonel) you do not 
ſtand my Friend, with your Endeavours to obtain an Order 

for my being reinſtared. 

The Plantation conſiſts but of 60 Acres of Land, which 
Im willing to purchaſe, ſince I have clear'd and planted 
it; hoping only to have the Preference of the Purchaſe 
amongſt the reſt of the preſence Poſſeſſors, according to the 
Report of the Board of Trade to the Lords of the Treaſury, 
which gives the Preference of Purchaſe to the Poſſeſſors. 

I beg, dear Sir, you'll endeavour to get me into Poſſeſ- 
ſion again, that I may not looſe the Fruit of my Labour, 
with 20 working Nigroes, theſe three Years paſt, to ſatisfy 
the unjuſt Avarice and Ambition of an unjuſt Governour ; 
and you ſhall have the Prayers of a poor diftreſs'd Family, 
and the perpetual Acknowledgments of,

This Letter is referr'd to p.203, and I give it in his on 
Words, not doubting but the natural Diſtreſs that appears in

INC E the foregoing Pages were in the Preſs, the two 
following Letters came to my Hands, which I think 
to give the Publick on this Occaſion, as they relate 
to ſome Points already rouch'd upon, p. 197, 202, and 
229. The one is from Colonel Thomas Morris of Antegos, 
complaining of his being unmſtly ſuſpended by Genera] 
Hamilton from the Council Board, of which (I can't, without 
doing him Injuſtice, omit ſaying) he was a very worthy 
Member, and whether it be in reſpect to his Capacity of 
ſerving in that Station, or with Regard to his publick Spirit 
and Promprneſs in the Service of his Country, together with 
an inviolable Attachment, and warm Affection to the Con- 
ſtienrion both in Church and State; I may iy, (excepring 
Colonel John Hamilton) be had ſcarce any Equal, and can po- 
ſitively affirm he had no Superior. The other is from one 
Mr. Rowland of St. Chriſtopher's, concerning the Settlement of 
one of the Leeward Iſlands, call'd Crab-Iſland, by ſome of the 
Inhabitants of St. Chriſtopher's, and other Places, who had 
retir'd thither (if I may believe Mr. Stoddart's Letter and 
Petition before mention'd) from the Tyraniiy of General 
Hamilton; and of their being diſſodg'd and partly cut off 
by their near Neighbours, the Spaniards. 
Mr. Morris's Letter being very long, I ſhalt extra& the 
Spirit of it, without loſing a Thought Worth the Reader's 
Notice or Obfervation.

AFR Doubt you have, before now, had ſome Ac- 
connt of my being ſuſpended; on rhe villains 
Information of one Glover, a Cooper, who Was one of Co- 
lonel Pert's Murderers, and was, at the Time of his giving 
the following Information againſt me, under the Odiam of 
2 Preſentment of rhe Grand Jury of Antegoa, for ſpeaking 
ſcandalous Words of the Government, whereof tre has been 
convicted, and was fin'd for tlie tame. The Words 
be accu d me of having ſpoke, were theſe, (Damn yu for 
« Dog, if I ſhag'd tommand you to take the King, you ſpall obey 
we) (peaking to my Coachman; but there were twelve per- 
ſons nearer me than this Glover, (who wastlhen at about forty 
P 4 or 
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or fifty Yards Diſtance, when he pretended to have heard the 
Words) and tho' they kept me Company all Day, they 
ſwear they have nor heard me mention the King's Name, 
but to drink his Health or command the Peace, upon a Riot 
that happen'd in the Street: And my Coachman ſwears he 
never heard me expreſs the Words, which, if I had ſpoke, 
could hardly be conſtru'd to imply more than letting my 
Servant know I would be obey d. I have remitted ſome 
Depoſitions I have got on this Occaſion to the Lords of Trade, 
not doubting that Juſtice from chem which I am refus d here, 
where General Hamilton would allow me to make no Defence 
either by my ſelf, my Council, or many credible Witneſſes, 
that had ſpent the whole Day in my Company. 


But the General, very willing to improve all Opportuni- 
ties to vent his Diſpleaſure againſt all thoſe who were un. 
concern'd in Colone] Parke's barbarous Murder, to which he 
gave but too much Countenance and Encouragement, treated 
me, amongſt the reſt, after a moſt vile and ſcandalous 
Manner; turning all thoſe out of their Poſts and Places, 
that al vays were, and are, true Loyaliſts, and preferring 
His own Creatures, of contrary Diſpoſitions, So that there 
is not one Officer of Note in any Commiſſion at this Time, 
but ſuch as were concern'd in, or abetting to, the aforeſaid 
Murder ; nor are there more of even the Council that were 
clear of it, than Colonel John Hamilton, and Colonel William 
Byam. How well, then, is his Majeſty like to be ſerv'd? 
And how muſt Juſtice Aouriſh in a Government under the 
Adminiſtration of a Council, Judges, and all other Officers 
of Diſtinction, that have dipt their Hands in the Blood of 
a Governour lawfully authoriz'd to command them ? There- 
by ſtabbing their Sovereign thro his Side; which, without 
Doubt, they would repeat to his preſent Moſt Excellent 
Majeſty (whom God preſerve) on any Pinch or Change of 
Government that ſhould offer, as they may happen to take 
it for their own Advantage. . 


But his diſplacing the honeſt Gentlemen is not all the 


| Hardſhips they labour under; for he exacts from them ſuch 


exorbitant Fees in Chancery as were never known before, 
taking ſeven Piſtoles for himſelf, and one for his Clerk, 
for an Injunction in Chancery, when it never before ex- 
ceeded one to the chief Governour, and ſeven Shillings to 
his Clerk, which can be prov'd by Mr. Cheſter Sen.

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low his Avarice can make him ſtoop, he lately took a ſmall 
Wedge of Gold from one Patteſon a Shoemaker at St. John's, 
which coſt the poor Man thirty fix Piſtoles, and ſome Silver; 
but this he did under Pretence that of Right it belong'd to 
his Majeſty, whereas tis generally faid and believ'd *twas 
taken out of General Parke's Scriptore, among other Plun- 
der, the Day he was murder'd ; and alrho' it be well known, 
that ſome Parr of it had been before cut off, and ſold ro one 
Jonathan Hils Wife, yet the General takes no Notice of that, 
nor calls him to any Acconnt for it, he being of the Faction, 
and conſequently à Favourite. 


And to cover theſe Actions of his, he has lately procur'd 
an Addreſs to be drawn up to his Majeſty, which he ſent 
from Houſe to Houſe around the Country, to be ſign'd by

Commandant, io give us Rules and Directions how to 
manage our Proceedings in that Settlement; and baving 
alſo made great Progreſs'in clearing up the ſaid Land, and 
planting Part thereof with Proviſion and other Thing 
for our own and NMiroes Suſtenance, and improv'd it ve 
much for the ſmall Time we had to do it, when we thought 
dur ſelves fecar'd by Virtue of the faid Commiſtion, and 
our Properties free from a foreign Invaſion. 

In the midſt of rhefe our Hopes, the Spanierds, our 
Enemies, came upon us, with a vaſt Hoſt of their Men, 
cut as many of us as they could meet to Pieces, and took 
away our Nigroes and our other Effects, and buriit ap our 
Mobſes, in which ſome of our Children were conſum'd in 
the Flames. This, Sir, 1 humbly conceive is a fonl Breach 
of the Law of Nations, and of the Treaty of Peace made 
between the Spaniſh Nation and us, and is a publick Viola- 
tion of that Reſpect that is due to his Britannich Majeſty 
from that Nat ion.
